The hip factor 


Gen Y thinks Obama 
is cooler than McCain 

WASHINGTON Forget the war for the White House. 
Among young people, Barack Obama appears to be 
beating John McCain in the battle for cool. 

“Obama is a tad cooler than McCain on probably 
57 fronts,” said Emily Goulding, 25, of L.A. “Obama’s 
better looking than McCain, Obama’s 
more stylish than McCain, Obama’s 
more fit than McCain. He refers to better 
music than McCain. ” 

“It’s got to be Obama,” said David 
Munn, 20, of Keene, N.H. “He’s younger, 

I think he has more of a connection 
with my generation. I just think he 
communicates better to my generation, 
especially with issues in Iraq. [McCain] is 
all right, but not as cool as Obama” 

According to these members of 
Generation Y, Obama, 47, has the “cool” 
thing down. He’s an avid basketball 
player, listens to Jay-Z on his iPod and was on the 
cover of this month’s issue of Rolling Stone magazine. 

McCain, on the other hand, has admitted he’s a big 
fan of the ’70s-era Swedish disco band ABBA and an 
“illiterate” when it comes to using a computer. He 
turns 72 next month, and if elected, he’d be the oldest 
president in American history to begin his first term 
But does “coolness”— or the perception of it, at 


least— really matter to young voters? 

“I don’t think you can ignore that factor,” said 
James Kotecki, a 22-year-old political video blogger 
who achieved fame on YouTube last year after 
he interviewed former Republican presidential 
candidate Ron Paul in Kotecki’s Georgetown 
University dorm room. 

“What Obama’s been able to do is capitalize on 
his hipness, at least as far as younger 
voters go,” said Kotecki, whose video 
commentaries now appear on politico, 
com, the Web site for the Washington 
political newspaper. 

Anastasia Goodstein, who founded 
the youth marketing blog ypulse.com, 
said McCain shouldn’t change his image 
too much to attract younger voters. 
Most young people just want to know 
they re being heard and taken seriously by 
political candidates, she said. 

“The most important thing in terms of 
reachingyouth is not being cool, it’s being 
authentic, or true to who you are,” Goodstein said. 

Maurice Bonamigo, a Chicago-based conservative 
political strategist and image consultant, said 
McCain should take a page from the Ronald Reagan 
campaign playbook by reaching out to young voters 
as a grandfather figure. During his 1984 re-election 
run, Reagan won 59 percent of voters under age 30.

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WHAT A STORM! 

It may take several days to fully restore 
service for tens of thousands of Com- 
monwealth Edison customers who were 
without power following the storms, util- 
ity officials said Tuesday. Here are some 
quick facts about Monday and Tuesday's 
severe weather: [tribune] 

TORNADOES: The National Weather 
Service on Tuesday afternoon confirmed 
three tornadoes— in Bloomingdale, Boling- 
brook and Griffith, Ind. — were spawned by 
the storms. Of those, the twister in Indiana 
appeared to have been the strongest, with 
wind speeds of up to 135 mph. 

TREES: In Chicago, the Northwest Side 
sustained the heaviest damage, with 
numerous trees toppled— some on cars 
and houses— and downed power lines. 
WINDS: Tornadoes aside, top wind 
speeds reached about 75 mph. 

RAIN: Some south suburban areas 
received upward of 3 inches of rain. 
LIGHTNING STRIKES: 90,000 across 
northern Illinois, 800 per minute at the 
peak of the storm. 

AIRPORTS: More than 450 flights 
were canceled at O’Hare, with very few 
reported at Midway. 

FIRES: Officials confirmed 14 fires. 
POWER: 248 blocks were darkened 
with the loss of power to streetlights. 
FLOODS: More than a dozen flooded 
viaducts were reported. 

BRANCHES: More than 2,000 emer- 
gencies related to downed tree branches 
were reported. 

SIRENS: All 115 of the city’s emergency 
warning sirens went off Monday night— 
the first time in four years, said Raymond 
Orozco, executive director of the Office 
of Emergency Management and Commu- 
nications. He had acknowledged reports 
that some residents of high-rise buildings 
couldn’t hear them, but expressed confi- 
dence that residents were reached in oth- 
er ways, such as by TV alerts. 

COM ED: About 545,000 customers 
have been affected since the storm’s 
peak. More than 500 repair crews were 
in the field. 


What to do in a power outage 

Turn off all appliances including your 
furnace, water heater and water pump. 
Leave a lamp turned on so you’ll know 
right away when the power is restored. 
Keep freezer and refrigerator doors 
closed, opening them only when neces- 
sary. Food will stay frozen for 36 to 48 
hours in a fully loaded freezer, if the door 
stays closed. A half-full freezer will gen- 
erally keep food frozen for 24 hours.

Flash! Crash! Boom! 


Four hours, 9,361 lightning strikes 

Nearly 10 thousand lightning strikes touched the ground from 8 p.m. to midnight in 
the Chicago area. Here’s a look at where lightning hit in that four-hour span.

Amazon-like humidity 
set stage for historic 
storm, lightning

Over the course of four hours, about 
a half year’s worth of lightning bolts bom- 
barded the Chicago area, electrifying 
the night sky as trees were split, trans- 
formers were zapped and houses were set 
ablaze. 

As work crews picked up Tuesday from 
the previous night’s storms, meteorolo- 
gists were assessing the staggering power 
of a historic thunderstorm. 

Nearly 90,000 thunderbolts had 
hit northern Illinois, according to the 
National Lightning Detection Net- 
work. At the storms’ peak, it was firing 
off more than 800 bolts per minute — 
and that only counts those that hit the 
ground. 

“There was no precedent for this,” said 
WGN meteorologist Tom Skilling. “In 
every way imaginable, that storm last 
night was in its own league.” 

The electrical storms raked the city 
and suburbs, bringing the Cubs game 
to a halt, sending residents into their 
basements and knocking out power to 
hundreds of thousands of customers. 
Remarkably, no lightning-related injuries 
were reported. 

The awesome display originated in the 
unstable, Amazon-like humidity that 
built up Monday afternoon, filling the 
area with potential energy, meteorolo- 
gists said. 

When unusually high clouds later 
rolled into the region, an electrical ten- 
sion began to build between positively 
charged ice crystals at their top and nega- 
tively charged water droplets at their bot- 
tom, creating a combustible mix. 

As the warm, moist air floated up 
to those clouds, the powder keg was 
sparked, producing lightning strikes of 
amazing power and frequency 

Forecasters knew the storms bear- 
ing down on northeast Illinois had the 
potential to be powerful and dangerous. 
One measure of severe weather— con- 
vective available potential energy, or 
CAPE —was showing readings six times 
higher than the usual conditions for 
strong thunderstorms. 

But meteorologists said predicting 
whether a storm will bring heavy light- 


ning remains a challenge. 

“Meteorologists’ understanding of 
lightning is fairly weak,” said Paul Sirvat- 
ka, professor of meteorology at the Col- 
lege of DuPage. “I don’t know anybody 
who can sit there and say where there will 
be a lot of lightning.” 

Most lightning is negatively charged, 
but data pored over by Skilling and other 
weather experts Tuesday indicated that 
during portions of the storms, there was 
more than 2 V2 times the usual percent- 


age of positively charged bolts, which are 
more powerful. 

“Not only were the total numbers just 
off the charts, but there was a dispro- 
portionate number of strokes that were 
positive charged,” Skilling said. “That 
was an especially dangerous lightning 
display.” 

Fire officials blamed lightning 
strikes for house fires Monday night in 
Woodridge, Lisle, Aurora, Schaumburg, 
Frankfort, Barrington and Lemont.

The cost of congestion: $7.3 billion

Traffic congestion in the Chicago 
area costs $7.3 billion a year in lost 
time and wasted fuel, almost double 
previous projections, according to a 
study released Tuesday 

The report, commissioned by the 
Metropolitan Planning Council, 
prompted calls for reinvestment in 
mass transit and road-expansion proj- 
ects before the problem worsens. 

“If we thought we had to get our act 
together before and select the most 
efficient congestion-relief projects, 
this report just intensifies the urgen- 
cy,” said Peter Skosey, a vice president 
for the planning council. 

The study, “Moving at the Speed 
of Congestion: The True Costs of 
Traffic in the Chicago Metropolitan 
Area,” recommended making a clean 
break from the long-held focus on 
Chicago and the city’s central busi- 
ness district. 

Although congestion is heaviest on 


Chicago’s expressways, much of the 
traffic originates in the surrounding 
counties. Traffic backups on arterial 
streets tend to be much heavier in the 
collar counties because of lower aver- 
age vehicle speeds, leading to more 
regional air pollution, the study said. 

A recent study by the Texas Trans- 
portation Institute pegged the overall 
cost of congestion at $4 billion annu- 
ally in the six-county Chicago area. 

In reaching the $7.3 billion figure, 
the planning council’s study expand- 
ed its focus beyond the traditional 
rush periods and looked at a larger 
roadway network, Skosey said. 

The total includes $5.1 billion in 
lost commuting time, $1 billion in 
freight delays, $681 million in wasted 
fuel and $33 million in environmental 
damage. 

About 87,000 new jobs could be 
created in the region by reducing traf- 
fic congestion, the study concluded.

» Congestion 
adds 22 per- 
cent to travel 
times during 
rush periods or 
about 66 min- 
utes a week for 
average drivers. 
» The freight 
industry loses 
about $1 billion 
annually due to 
traffic conges- 
tion in the Chi- 
cago area. 

» About 
2,000 miles 
of new lanes 
have been built 
in the last 20 
years in the 
region, yet 
average rush- 
hour commute 
times have 
doubled in that 
time.

A Gary man walking his dog saw Rafael’s body 
Tuesday morning and called police. 

The boy was remembered by family Tuesday 
as shy teenager who was a good student. He 


enjoyed spending his time 
when he wasn’t studying 
writing lyrics to hip-hop 
music and playing video 
games, relatives said. 

His cousin, Suzie Pal- 
omar, 22, said the teen 
went to the Indiana 
beach with his 9 -year-old 
brother, sister and aunt 
on Saturday after they decided they didn’t have 
enough time left to get in a full day at Six Flags 
Great America. 

As the brothers were being pulled under-

water by the strong tides at Porter Beach, she 
said, the older boy pushed his brother toward 
shore and bystanders were able to pull him out. 
The bystanders were unable to reach Rafael, 
who was not a strong swimmer, according to 
his cousin. 

Porter Beach had no lifeguards on duty, and 
the nearby Indiana Dunes Beach was closed 
because of strong rip currents. It was the sec- 
ond drowning of a Chicago area teen in power- 
ful currents off an Indiana beach over the last 
three weeks. The body of Chicago Heights teen, 
DaVante Jackson, 14, came ashore after he went 
under while swimming in mid-July.

Calls for end to Saudi child marriages 


RIYADH, Saudi Arabia An n-year-old boy gave out 
invitations to his classmates for a big event his 
family was planning this summer— and it wasn’t his 
birthday party 

It was his wedding to a io -year-old cousin. 

Muhammad al-Rashidi’s marriage was eventually 
put on hold, his father said, after pressure from the 
governor of the province of Hail, who considered the 
elementary school student too young to marry 

The case is among a recent spate of marriages 
involving the very young reported in the media and 
by Saudi human rights groups. They have been widely 
denounced by activists, clerics and others who say 
such unions are harmful to the children and trivialize 
the institution of marriage. 

“We are studying this issue so we can put an end to 
this phenomenon,” said Zuhair al-Harithi, board mem- 
ber of the Human Rights Commission, a Saudi govern-

ment-run rights group. “These marriages violate inter- 
national agreements the kingdom has signed.” 

There are no laws in Saudi Arabia defining the 
minimum age for marriage. Though a woman’s 
consent is legally required, some marriage officials 
do not seek it. For example, a father can marry off 
a i-year-old girl as long as sex is delayed until she 
reaches puberty, said one marriage official, Ahmad 
al-Muabi.

SO WHERE WILL HE GO?

GREEN BAY The bond between Brett Favre and the 
Green Bay Packers appears to be broken beyond 
repair. 

Packers coach Mike McCarthy said Tuesday eve- 
ning that after approximately six hours of what he 
called “brutally honest” conversations with Favre 
over the past two days, the 
three-time MVP just isn’t in 
the right mind-set to be part 
of the team. 

Even with the chance to win 
his starting job back poten- 
tially on the table, McCarthy 
said Favre couldn’t seem to 
get past emotional wounds 
that were opened as tensions 
mounted in recent weeks. 

“The football team’s mov- 
ing forward,” McCarthy said. 

“The train has left the sta- 
tion, whatever analogy you 
want. He needs to jump on 
the train and let’s go. Or, if we 
can’t get past things that have 
happened, I have to keep the 
train moving.” 

McCarthy said he and Favre 
made plans to speak later 
Tuesday evening, but McCar- 
thy didn’t seem to allow for 
the possibility that anything 
significant would change. 

A trade could be com- 
ing next, with Tampa Bay 
re-emerging as a potential 
destination after seemingly 
being eliminated from con- 
sideration in recent weeks. 

McCarthy wouldn’t address 
trade talks, but did say a quick 
resolution to the situation is important to the rest of 
his players. 

‘Absolutely,” McCarthy said. “The players, they 
want it resolved. Even talk to Brett about it— he feels 
bad about it. It’s time for them to talk about some- 
body else.” 

McCarthy and Favre were supposed to talk about 
Favre ’s commitment to football and his role on the 
team Monday night. The fact that the meeting ran 
several hours over its allotted time was a strong hint 
that it went beyond simply welcoming Favre back to 
compete with Aaron Rodgers for the starting job. 


McCarthy had scheduled a news conference for 9:15 
p.m. Monday to talk about his plans for Favre. But the 
news conference was postponed because McCarthy 
was still meeting with the veteran quarterback. 

Favre left Lambeau Field just before Packers practice 
Tuesday afternoon, taking a right turn out of the stadi- 
um’s back gate and heading away from the field where 
the rest of his teammates were 
assembling for drills. 

Favre emerged from the 
stadium’s loading dock exit 
at 1:34 p.m. Tuesday, hug- 
ging Packers senior security 
adviser Jerry Parins before 
getting in his SUV and driv- 
ing away. Shortly after, an 
SUV driven by Packers Gen- 
eral Manager Ted Thompson 
left the gate heading in the 
same direction. 

McCarthy said Favre was 
excused from practice Tues- 
day, adding that he wouldn’t 
have practiced with the team 
anyway because of an abdom- 
inal strain found in his physi- 
cal examination Monday. 
McCarthy did not say wheth- 
er Favre would be fined if he 
stayed away from camp start- 
ing Wednesday 
Favre told ESPN on Tues- 
day that he believes the “best 
thing for this team is for us to 
part ways.” 

He added that he doesn’t 
have a problem with com- 
peting with Rodgers, and 
can “truly understand” why 
McCarthy would make Rodg- 
ers the starter. But Favre also 
said a competition “probably isn’t going to work” and 
that “the problem is that there’s been a lot of damage 
done and I can’t forget it.” 

Did Favre not feel wanted or welcome enough by 
the Packers? 

“That’s part of the issue with him, quite frank- 
ly,” McCarthy said. ‘And listening to him talk about 
that, you respect his opinion. And frankly, I told him, 
I said, ‘I’ll take responsibility because I have a voice 
in the building.’ I never thought he truly was going 
to play I thought he was emotionally driven for other 
reasons.”

No relief for journeyman 
hometown pitcher

It has been io years since Houston 
Astros pitcher Tim Byrdak broke into 
the big leagues with Kansas City so 
you would think he’d feel a little bit 
established. 

Not quite. 

“I don’t think I’ve ever gotten to that 
point in my career where I can say I’m 
comfortable,” said Byrdak, 34, who 
was raised in Oak Lawn and lives in 
Lockport. 

It’s hard to blame Byrdak for being a 
little uneasy since his is really the tale of 
two careers. 

After pitching for the Royals until 2000, 
he suffered a serious elbow injury, knocked 
around the minors and was out of baseball 
at the start of the 2005 season. 

He even worked at a Target in Orland 
Park to help pay the bills during his 
absence from the majors. 

With teams always in need of left- 
handers, Baltimore gave him a shot in 
2005 and he ran with it. After spending 
two seasons with the Orioles, Byrdak 
pitched for Detroit last year, posting a 
career-best 3.20 ERA.

They’re on Greenwich Mean Time, and 
most of the U.S. falls between Eastern and 
West Coast time.

If you listen to the new We 
Are Scientists album,

You seem to have become legitimate rock 
stars in England. Why do you think your 
success in England outshines your success 
here? 


“Lethal Enforcer,” one of your new 
tracks, really reminded me of the ’80s band 
ABC. Were they an influence? 

KM: We were thinking more Hall and 
Oates, Cyndi Lauper, Spandau Ballet. 
Whenever people say ABC, I initially 
think of the band Another Bad Creation. 
So then, my answer to your question 
would be, “Yes!” 

CC: We kind of consider 
ourselves the next gen- 
eration of the East Coast 
family ABC, Boyz II Men 
... we’re of that ilk. 

What’s your bandmate’s 
biggest strength and/or 
weakness? 

KM: I think Chris’ biggest strength is 
that he gets over failure very easily He 
doesn’t let it get him down. He just plows 
right through it. 

CC: Keith’s biggest ... well, only strength 
is that he was born really good-looking. 
That makes up for everything else. 

KM: It’s been my life jacket. 


Are you, in fact, scientists? 

CC: What if I said, “Yes,” and 
didn’t show you any credentials? 

Would you publish that? 

Sure. 

KM: Then yes. We’re actually quite 
famous. Actually, the question we usually 
get from journalists 
is, “Why do you think 
you’re more famous 
in the U.K. than in 
America?” What I’m 
always waiting for, and 
never get, is, “Why do 
you think you’re more 
famous in the world of science than in 
music? Because you write good songs, but 
your contributions to science...” 

CC: “Yes, ‘Why have you been on the 
cover of OMNI five times, and Rolling 
Stone only thrice?’ ” And the answer is, 
ultimately, because we are scientists.

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Pineapple Express 

Bill Not long after smoking rare, ultra- 
• • • # potent pot called “pineapple 
express,” 25-year-old subpoena server Dale 
(Seth Rogen) and his dealer Saul (James Fran- 
co, splendid) run from killers after Dale wit- 
nesses a murder. Aside from saving his own 
hide and avoiding a drug kingpin (Gary Cole) 
and a corrupt policewoman (Rosie Perez?!), 
Dale tries to look out for his 18 -year-old 
girlfriend (Amber Heard), who can’t wait to 
introduce her man to her parents. 

Big question: Can writers Rogen and Evan 
Goldberg, aided by producer Judd Apatow 
and the unusual directing choice of David 
Gordon Green (“Snow Angels”), deliver as 
many laughs and poignant moments as they 
did in “Superbad”? 

Catch it: Bong-breakingly funny and spar- 
kling with tasty one-liners, “Pineapple Express” 
is another dizzying trip through the shenani- 
gans that solidify friendship between dudes. 

If you’ve ever thrown up on a printer, played 
stoned leapfrog in the woods or been beaten 
with a dust buster, this is your movie. Ditto if 
you haven’t done those things but wish you had 
those stories to tell— and if you knowwho’d 
have your back when the smoke cleared. 

Skip it: If you’re looking for a full-fledged 
endorsement or condemnation of marijuana. 
“Pineapple” begins by wondering why weed 
was ever made illegal, creates an impossi- 
bly dangerous situation around it and closes 
without its characters celebrating or regret- 
ting its use. If you like smoking, the movie 
says, that’s your call, just don’t be surprised 
when your mind slows down. And stay away 
from the cops. 

Bottom line: Though still fun and hilarious, 
“Pineapple” sours slightly when it develops 
into a “Hot Fuzz”-style action-movie parody 
and loses the sense of regular people thrown 
into crazy circumstances. What Goldberg and 
Rogen, who has come a long way as an actor, 
reveal so well is the multiple dimensions with- 
in typically stereotyped people: Drug dealers 
have Bubbes, stoners have jobs, hired goons 
cry when they’re shot, and pudgy, unexcep- 
tional subpoena servers can be heroes. 

Bonus: Among the many inspired bits of 
stoned logic, Dale and Saul note that being 
a good person now means you could spend 
your next life as Jude Law; the only way to 
properly dispose of a phone is by tying it to 
an animal; and smoking rare weed is kind 
of like killing a unicorn. Questions, any-

LOS ANGELES There are certain actors 
whose body of work is so dignified that 
you can’t imagine them appearing in 
anything that’s not potentially Oscar- 
worthy. 

James Franco, who has appeared in all 
three “Spider-Man” films, ‘Annapolis” 
and “In the Valley of Elah,” was one of 
those dudes. That was until he agreed 
to pick up a bong and hop aboard the 
“Pineapple Express,” a new comedy also 
starring Seth Rogen that hits theaters 
Wednesday 


Franco, who plays a pot dealer named 
Saul Silver, goes on the lam with Rog- 
en’s Dale Denton after Dale witnesses 
a murder while smoking some of Saul’s 
pineapple express. Dale carelessly leaves 
the blunt on the street, and the murder- 
ers trace it back to Saul. 

Seated among his co-stars recently at 
a press day in L.A., Franco talked about 
changing up his game, appearing in his 
first comedy since 2005’s “The Ape,” 
and “Freaks and Geeks,” the short-lived 
Judd Apatow TV series he starred in. 

“I hadn’t done a comedy for a while,” 
Franco said. “I had directed a low-bud- 


get movie called ‘The Ape,’ and it was 
playing at a festival in Austin. Judd was 
there and came and saw it, and it’s kind 
of funny.” 

“Pineapple Express” reunited some 
of the old “Freaks and Geeks” gang. 
Rogen, who co-wrote the “Pineapple” 
screenplay with Evan Goldberg, was 
on that show and credits Apatow, the 
series’ executive producer, with first 
coming up with the idea for the film. It 
marks the first time the three of them 
have worked together since the critical- 
ly acclaimed, low-rated show went off 
the air in 2000.

It was a nice reunion, particularly for 
Franco, who recalled one of his more mem- 
orable working experiences with Rogen. 

“There was one episode of ‘Freaks 
and Geeks' where his character and my 
character had a thing where he had a 
crush on a girl and he got advice from 


me,” Franco said. “For me, that was 
one of the cooler episodes. That kind 
of dynamic was great; getting to work 
together again is cool.” 

After seeing the magic Apatow and 
Rogen created in “Knocked Up,” Fran- 
co was cautiously excited about the 
comedic possibilities when they recruit- 
ed him for “Pineapple Express.” He 
thought it was funny, but he had some 
initial concerns. 

“I said, ‘Oh, Seth, you get to play the 
good role, or the role that I want— 
Saul,' ” Franco said. “They were like, 
‘Nah, you can play Saul.' ” 

Added Rogen: “We originally actually 
wrote Franco's part for me, and the part 
I ultimately played just for someone else 
in general, and then when we got Franco 
involved, we thought it was a good idea 
to switch the roles. 

“I think it worked really well.” 

Although Rogen said he doesn’t 
smoke pot, he did say that he was very 


inspired by one of the ultimate new- 
school stoner flicks, “Friday” 

He also drew on some of his favorite 
action flicks, too, for “Express.” 

“ ‘The Last Boy Scout.' ‘Total Recall.' 
‘Pulp Fiction' is one of them,” Rogen 
said. “I love that movie and ‘Reservoir 
Dogs.' And the Coen Brothers mov- 
ies are really violent, a lot of those early 
ones like ‘Miller's Crossing' and ‘Raising 
Arizona.' They have these crazy fight 
scenes in them. We were inspired by 
that I would say” 

If it sounds as though this reunion 
was one extended high, it was. As Fran- 
co put it, there was “a lot of bro love.” 

Rogen agreed. 

“Mad bro love,” he said. “Is that the 
right expression? I think. We get along. 
I don’t know. We're all friends. It's very 
bonding to beat the crap out of each 
other.”

To quote the immortal Mr. Hand of “Fast 
Times at Ridgemont High”: 

“What are you, people? On dope?” 

%s, indeed, Mr. Hand. “Stoner movies”— 
the grandmother of which was 1936's “Reef- 
er Madness,” the PSA-melodrama about the 
evils of the “devil weed with roots in hell”— 
are full of people gone to pot. But according 
to “Pineapple Express” star James Franco, the 
true classics need to “transcend by unique- 
ness” the mere ingestion of hallucinogens. 
Here are Franco's favorite fired-up features: 

FAST TIMES AT 
RIDGEMONT HIGH (1982) 

Jeff Spicoli (Sean Penn), who orders a pizza to 
history class and plans to “wing over to Lon- 
don and jam with the Stones,” is the essential 
wake-and-baker. “Fast Times” is about a lot 
more than the perpetually stoned Spicoli, but 
he’s one of the truly memorable dementos in 
the history of grass-fired idiots. 

THE BIG LEBOWSKI (1998) 

The Dude— Jeff Bridges’ immortal character 
in this mid-career Coen brothers comedy— is 
an easygoing, beverage-balancing hipster who 
wants his rug replaced after he’s mistaken for 
another Lebowski. Tagline: “They figured he was 
a lazy, time-wasting slacker. They were right.” 

TRUE ROMANCE (1993) 

This Tony Scott-directed, Quentin Tarantino- 
scripted, blood-splattered road thriller is notable 
in the canon of pot-head pictures for the perfor- 
mance by Brad Pitt as the reefer-addled Floyd. 
“One of the best things Brad’s ever done,” says 
“Pineapple” director David Gordon Green. 

FRIDAY (1995) 

Craig (Ice Cube) and Smokey (Chris Tucker) sit 
on the porch, talk, smoke, drink, deal with an 
angry pot dealer, talk, smoke, drink, consider 
the problems of the world and try to figure out 
where they’re going to get 200 bucks, in this 
comedy by F. Gary Gray. “Chris Tucker is the 
funniest thing ever,” Franco says. 

DAZED AND CONFUSED (1993) 

The stars to-be in this Richard Linklater com- 
edy included Matthew McConaughey, Ben 
Affleck, Milla Jovovich, Cole Hauser, Parker 
Posey, Anthony Rapp, Adam Goldberg, Joey 
Lauren Adams, Nicky Katt and Rory Cochrane. 
Set on the last day of school in 1976, this movie 
has an almost revolutionary ethos— pot use as 
a symbol of American individuality, [newsday]

‘Express’ song is a bit of old News

When the credits come up at the end 
of “Pineapple Express,” a familiar voice 
and bygone sound kicks in, and suddenly 
you’re thrust back in time— it’s Huey Lew- 
is and the News singing the movie’s “Back 
to the Future”-like theme song. 

Getting the News came to “Pineapple” 
star and co-writer Seth Rogen when he 
arrived at Sony Pictures one day and saw 
the “Ghostbusters” ambulance parked 
in the lot. Rogen half-jokingly told music 
editor Jonathan Karp that he could hear 
an ’80s movie song playing over the clos- 
ing credits and that Lewis should sing it. 

“And he was like, ‘I can call Huey and 
make that happen,’” Rogen said. “Next 
thing I know, I’m having lunch with Huey 
Lewis.” 

The meal was a surreal experience for 
Rogen. He told Lewis in his low-key way 
that his only real request was that he use 
the words “Pineapple Express” in the song. 

“And he said, ‘Well, in “Back to the 
Future,” we sang “back in time,” not “back 
to the future,’ ” Rogen recalled. “I’m think- 
ing, ‘OK. Whatever. Then just say some- 
thing like that. I don’t give a {bleep].’ How 
do you tell Huey Lewis what to {bleeping] 
write in a song?” 

Two minutes later, though, Lewis blurt- 
ed out: “How did we get into this mess/ 
Pineapple Express!” 

“He said it while holding a sandwich,”

Rogen says, laughing. “There’s the man’s 
genius at work.” 

The song, which features Lewis and 
the News’ trademark “heart of rock 
’n’ roll” bar-band sound, has been win- 
ning rave reviews, and traffic on the 
soundtrack’s MySpace profile has been 
through the roof. (The soundtrack hit 
stores Tuesday.) 

“I love Huey Lewis, both as a singer and 
as an actor, so having him sing the theme 
makes the movie for me,” says “Pineapple” 
director David Gordon Green. “Tou hear 
that sound, and it just makes you smile.”

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Holy voice transformation, Batman!

Though “The Dark Knight” has been 
a bona fide cultural event, boasting rave 
reviews and boffo box office, it hasn’t been 
immune to criticism. Some have quibbled 
with its political undercurrents, and others 
have criticized a muddled theme. 

But here’s the critique most widely held: 
Why does Batman talk like the offspring 
of Clint Eastwood and a grizzly bear? 

Donning the costume for the second 
time, Christian Bale has delved deeper 
into the lower registers. As Bruce Wayne, 
his voice is as smooth as his finely pressed 
suits. But once he puts the cape on, the 
transformation of his vocal chords is just 
as dramatic as his costume change. 

Particularly when his rage boils over, 
Bale’s Batman growls in an almost beastly 
fashion, reflecting how close he teeters 
between do-gooder and vengeance-crazed 
crusader. 

Though much of the voice effect is 
Bale’s own doing, under the guidance 
of director Christopher Nolan and 
supervising sound editor Richard King, 
the frequency of his Batman voice was 
modulated to exaggerate the effect. 


Critics and fans have noticed. 

“His Batman rasps his lines in a voice 
that’s deeper and hammier than ever,” said 
NPR’s David Edelstein. 

The New Yorker’s David Denby praised 
the urgency of Bale’s Batman, but lamented 
that he “delivers his lines in a hoarse voice 
with an unvarying inflection.” 

Reviewing the film for MSNBC, Alonso 
Duralde wrote that Bale’s Batman in 
“Batman Begins” “sounded absurdly deep, 
like a io -year-old putting on an ‘adult’ 
voice to make prank phone calls. This 


time, Bale affects an eerie rasp, somewhat 
akin to Brenda Vaccaro doing a Miles 
Davis impression.” 

Before the similes run too far afield, it’s 
worth considering where the concept of a 
throaty Batman comes from. 

In his portrayal on the ’60s “Batman” 
TV series, Adam West didn’t alter 
his voice between Bruce Wayne and 
Batman. Decades later when Tim Burton 
brought “Batman” to the big screen in 
a much darker incarnation, Michael 
Keaton’s inflection was notably— but not

considerably— different from one to the 
other. 

But it was a lesser-known actor who, a 
fewyears after Burton’s film, made perhaps 
the most distinct imprint on Batman’s 
voice. Kevin Conroy, as the voice of the 
animated Batman in various projects from 
1992’s “Batman: The Animated Series” 
right up until this year’s “Batman: Gotham 
Knight,” brought a darker, raspier 
vocalization to Batman. 

Conroy has had the role longer than 
anyone else and though animated voice- 
over work doesn’t have the same cachet 
as feature-film acting, there are quarters 
where Conroy is viewed as the best 
Batman of them all— certainly superior to 
Val Kilmer or George Clooney

Actor Alfonso Ribeiro chose an odd way to train 
for his newest gig. He sat on a cruise ship with his 
best buddy Joey Fatone (‘N Sync), and played a 
version ofTrivial Pursuit for endless hours. 

That may sound like goofing off, but Ribeiro 
was rehearsing for his role as host for the 
new game show, “Catch 21,” which airs on 
GSN five nights a week. 

“I got some cards, we all sat around a 
table. I played the host. Joey and his wife 
and a friend of mine were the contestants, 
and we got a Trivial Pursuit game so we could have 
questions and played the game for hours and hours 
and hours,” he says in the lobby bar of a hotel in 
Beverly Hills. 

“Joey’s one of my best friends. That helped me 
hone my hosting skills so once I came back here 
and started actually working on the show, I really 
had the flow of it. But it was much harder than I 
ever thought it would be.” 

Ribeiro, best known as the moppet from “Silver 
Spoons,” the preppy son from “Fresh Prince of Bel- 
Air” and the clinical doctor on “In the House,” had 
no intention of becoming a game show host. 

“It wasn’t something I ever thought, ‘I should 
pay attention to this.’ But in my career I’ve always 
felt I wanted to do many different things— being 


an actor and singer and dancer, stage performer, 
television, movies, now directing and producing— 
I’ve always felt I wanted to put my hand in every 
aspect. I want to know, ‘Hey, can I do that? Let’s 
try it. Why not? What’s the worst that can happen? 
If I don’t succeed, OK, I don’t succeed.’ I’m not 
the kind of person who feels he has to be 
successful at everything.” 

While Ribeiro may still seem like a kid 
to people who saw him on his two most 
famous sitcoms, he’s been in show biz for 
28 years. His parents, immigrants from 
the Dominican Republic, enlisted him when he 
was in grade school, and he captured his first role 
when he was 9. 

When he was 16 he decided to end his career. 

“I quit the business for about two years between 
the ages of 16 and 18. I’d finished doing ‘Silver 
Spoons.’ I was obviously a kid, and I decided I 
wanted to go to high school and be like a normal 
kid for a little bit. Then I went to college for a year, 
and I said, ‘I don’t know if I really want to do this 
{acting] for the rest of my life. I want to venture 
out and see what the world possibly has for me. I 
realized very quickly— I went to college and went, 
‘Yeah ... not so much. This whole thing— no, I’m 
good. I’m going to call my agents and tell them to 
send me on auditions.’ ”

There used to be a time in a guy’s life 
when it seemed as though everyone he 
knew was getting married. Not anymore. 
Many men spend more years single than 
married. 

Unmarried Americans, 
meaning single, divorced, 
widowed or cohabitating, are 
a huge portion of the adult 
population.

This is especially true for 
single men, said Bella DePaulo,

The site is aimed at both men and 
women and avoids the assumption that 
most singles are women. 

The recipes, for example, provide 
measurements for one serving, a deviation 
from the typical “serves four to 
six.” 

The articles are a mix of 
informative and light-hearted, 
such as the fashion story about 
a man’s fear of shopping solo. 

Don’t expect a forum for 
commiseration. SingleEdition 
is for singles who embrace their 
lifestyle and want information 
for enhancing their enjoyment. 

This type of single celebration 
may come as a welcome 
surprise. 

DePaulo said research 
indicates that singles actually 
have greater extended social networks 
than married couples and are more likely to 
maintain intergenerational relationships. 

“In contrast to the stereotype that 
singles are alone and don’t have anyone, 
singles often have full networks of people 
who are important to them and have been 
in their lives for years,” DePaulo said.

Tiny fruits have health, 
beauty benefits 


ries are chock-full of nutrients, most 
notably vitamin C and the blood pres- 
sure-lowering mineral potassium. One 
cup of strawberries (53 calories) contains 
more than 100 milligrams of vitamin C, 
almost as much as a cup of orange juice. 

Strawberries also are rich in a potent 
plant compound called elagic acid, 
which is being studied for its anti-oxi- 
dant and anti-cancer properties. 

One cup of blueberries (80 calories) 
offers similar amounts of vitamin C, 
potassium, folate and fiber. 

Recently, researchers at Tufts Univer- 
sity analyzed 60 fruits and vegetables 
for their antioxidant capability. Blueber- 
ries came out on top, rating highest in 
their capacity to destroy cell-damaging 
free radicals. 

Anthocyanin, the blue-red pigment in 
blueberries and strawberries, is another 
powerful plant anti-oxidant that works 
with vitamin C to protect and repair 
skin cells. So, a bowlful of berries is good 
for health and beauty. 

Berries are showing up in restau- 
rants from breakfast time to cocktail 
hour and that’s part of a national trend 
toward more fresh fruit on all parts of 
the menu. 

According to Mintel International 
Group, fresh fruit is becoming the star 
in soups, salads, desserts and beverages. 
From strawberry spinach salads to blue- 
berry crumbles, it’s easy to find antioxi- 
dants on the menu.

While the back-to-school-sale season 
is almost upon us, don’t let go of savor- 
ing the fresh tastes of summer berries 
that can help boost your health all year. 

Blueberries, strawberries, raspberries 
and blackberries are all concentrated 
sources of plant compounds called poly- 
phenols. 

Other polyphenol-rich foods such as 
dark chocolate, tea and red wine have 
been shown to benefit heart health. And 
now the news is in about berries. 

A study published recently in the 
American Journal of Clinical Nutrition 
shows that eating a moderate amount 
of berries can benefit heart health three 


ways. 

Nutrition researchers in Finland add- 
ed berries twice a day to the diet of mid- 
dle-aged men and women. 

After eight weeks, tests showed lower 
blood pressure, higher HDL“good” cho- 
lesterol and less platelet aggregation, 
potentially preventing blood clots.

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Your camera has 
its eye on you

Your computer knows what you did last 
weekend— but that’s OK because most of 
your other gadgets do too. Your browser 
remembers your Web reading list, your 
cell phone saved your calls, and your mp3 
player can recite the songs you heard. 

And most of us seem content to have all 
this sentient machinery memorizing our daily 
routines, so long as all the data stay with us. A lit- 
tle surveillance of ourselves can be fine if we, and 
nobody else, get to see the results. 

Your digital camera 
may be the next gadget 
to upgrade its self-aware- 
ness. It already records 
when you take photos, 
and now it can inform 
you where you shot them 
as well. You won’t have 
to remember where you 
photographed each vaca- 
tion shot; your photos 


will tell you. 

This feat comes courtesy of a $129.99 device called 
the Eye-Fi Explore. It slips into a camera’s SD card 
slot like any other memory unit, but this two-gigabyte 
card includes a WiFi receiver that connects to a data- 
base of wireless networks to determine the location 
of your pictures. 

The Eye-Fi Explore doesn’t do this everywhere and 
doesn’t match the accuracy of a Global Positioning 
System receiver, but it’s the simplest way to “geotag” 
your pictures. 

The Explore, like two cheaper cards from Eye-Fi, of 
Mountain View, Calif., also can upload photos on the 
go. As long as it can log in to a WiFi network you’ve 
told it to remember (or if it grabs an open, unsecured 
hot spot), it can transfer your shots to a Mac or Win- 
dows computer, or any of more than 20 photo-sharing 
sites, moments after you’ve taken them. 

Using the company’s software, and you’ll see your 
pictures alongside a Google Maps view of each shot. 

Someday, all digital photography will work like the 
best parts of the Eye-Fi experience— and our cameras 
may remember more about our trips than we will.

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Nintendo’s success cuts both ways

In the popular imagination, a gamer is a 
caffeine-fueled 26 -year-old with a paunch, 
the local pizza place on speed dial and a 
hard drive full of Internet pornography 
And, yes, he exists. 

But the gamer fueling the industry’s 
explosive growth is the cubicle-bound 
Minesweeper fiend, the 45-year-old 
housewife who happens to be a Bejeweled 
addict, the schoolgirl who has re-created 
everyone she knows in The Sims. 

For the game industry, these players 
represent a profitable expansion. For old- 
school gamers, they reflect a wrenching 
shift. The industry depended on its appeal 
to core players for many years. 

Now gamers have to share their beloved 
pastime with the great unwashed— house- 
wives, the elderly, even girls. And they 
don’t all like it. 

At E3, Nintendo in particular was 
accused of neglecting its core fans while 
pursuing the broader market with a new 
edition of Wii Sports and Wii Music. 
Longtime Nintendo fans were waiting for 
the company to demonstrate new install- 
ments of classic franchises like Don-

key Kong, Zelda, Mario or Kirby, but the 
company only showed a fresh game in the 
child-oriented Animal Crossing series.

“If you’re a serious Nintendo 
fan, what are you supposed to do all year?

We under- 
stand that Nintendo has to reach out to 
that new mass market, but would it really 
cost so much to acknowledge the fans who 
have stuck with them for decades?” 

“There is definitely a feeling of betray- 
al among hard-core gamers as the indus- 
try matures and comes to realize that the 
growth opportunities are not in solely 
catering to i8-to-34-year-old men, but in 
also appealing to the rest of the world,” 
added John Davison, former editori- 
al director of the Ziff Davis video game 
magazine unit and now president of What 
They Like, a startup that hopes to explain 
youth media to ignorant adults. 

Call it nerd rage. Though they have long 
craved mainstream respectability for vid- 


eo games, players sometimes resent the 
concessions their champion must make to 
attract mainstream adherents. 

“When we were talking about this idea 
to expand the total number of customers, 
I was convinced that this attitude would 
be good for Nintendo and eventually 
something that would be very good for the 
industry as well,” Satoru Iwata, Nintendo’s 
chief executive, said in an interview last 
week. “However, I had no idea how many 
years it would take to achieve. I was not 
sure if it would take four years or five years 
or six years. Seriously, I thought it might 
take seven years or eight years before audi- 
ences would respond to me.” 

Needless to say, it happened a lot fast- 
er than that. The Wii was introduced in 
November 2006. 

It’s not a bad problem to have: being 
more successful and more popular more 
quickly than even you expected. Ninten- 
do did say at E3 that it was working on 
new Mario, Zelda and Pikmin games, all of 
which should appeal to core players.
